Washington. Oct 7.— The fifth tta- 
tllilMil x«P<nrt of th« teter«tot« com- 
mwee ednimlBrtoti, prepared bj its stat- 
iflticinn, iKing the complete report for 
the above-named period, for which a 
preliminary income account was iissned 
in December, IttiiS, ha* jpat beei^ snb- 
tnitted. of whlfih Ik* nUowintf i« as 
•batraot: 

The total railwi^r mileag^ of the 
oosntry on Joim Mi, 1802t was 171,568.52 
SBUm, being an Increaae daring the year 
Hi. 8,1^90.78 mill's. This is the smallest 
increase in railway mileage reported 
for a number of years. The only {jroiij)s 
of railways which show an incrfas(; in 
railway mileage In 1892 greater ihan 
■ the inpra^M in 1881 are Qroaps 1 and 0; 
that ia to say, the rsUwafs ijing in the 
New England iitates and in the terri- 
tory east of the Missonri river and west 
of Michigan and Imliana: but this is 
due to the fact that the increase in Itj'Jl 
was abnormally small. The state of 
North Carolina leads in railway con- 
Btrnction, showing an itacreasa of 212.03 
miles. The only other states which 
■how an increase in excess of 150 miles 
are Louisiana, Michigan, Ohio, Penn- 
sylTania and Wiscon.sin. 

The total number of railway corpor- 
ations on Jnne 80, 1892, was 1,822, be- 
ing a net increase of 37 daring the rear. 
Of this nnmber 8UU maintained inde- 
pendent operating accounts, and 712 
were independent operating comj^tanies. 
Of the 7tfl subeidiary oompanies 3-20 
were leased for a fixed money rental 
and 186 for a contingent money rental, 
the remainder being operated under 
some form of tramc agreement not 
easily subjected to classification. There 
have been fewer changes in the organi- 
cation of railways during the year end- 
ing June bO, lb02, than during any pre- 
vious year. During the year 9 roatlH 
were abandoned; 19 were merged into 
larger corporations; 17 were reorgan- 
ized, and 1(5 were consolidated. The 
classification of railwavs according to 
length of line operated snown that there 
are 43 companlee in the Uniteil States 
having a mileage in e-rcess of 1 ,000 miles, 
24 companies operating a mileage be- 
tween COO and 1,000 miles, 24 companies 
operating a mileage between 400andtKK) 
miles, 40 companies operating a mile- 
age between 230 and 400 miles, and 871 
oompanies merating a mileage under 
260 mile*. The totaf mileage controlled 
by the 48 railways operating over 1,000 
miles was 09.231.74 miles, biin ; ."iT.so 
per cent of total mileaga The railways 
which during the year were added to 
the class of railways operating a mile- 
age in excesp of 1.000 mile.^ are tlio 
Philadelphia and Reading, the Atlantic 
Coast Line association and the Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf railway. The 
Lehigh Valley railroad, liaviug been 
leased to the Philadelphia and Heading 
Railroad company during the year, 
was dropi)i>d ont of thin class. The 
roads added to the li.st of rnilway.s 
operating a mileage of tiOO miltis and 
less than l.OUO milps are the Old Colony 
and the Piuladelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore railnoads. 

EqsipmMit mnd Bmplojrea. 

The total nnmber of lofeomotives on 
Jnne 80, 1802, wea 88,180. Of these 
8,818 were poasenger locomotives, 17,559 
locomotiTes were assigned to the freight 
■erTiee, 4,865 were switch locomotives 
and 2,874 were nnolaesifled and leased 
The increase in nossenger locomotives 
daring the year nas been 180, and of 
freight looomotives 880. The total 
nnmber ol cars re^^rted by carries as 
their priQperty was 1,215.092. Of these 
068,908 were In the freight service, 8o,- 
001 were assigned to the oompon v's 
serrioe and 86,978 were assigned to the 
Cast freight line service. In addition to 
the Abot* oars owned, the companies 
r^ieirt..lM.888 cars leased. It should, 
boweyer, bie remembered that these fi^- 
nree'Ote exclusive of oars owned by pri- 
vate ^ttipanies and leased to shippers 
for the pnrpoae of transpwtation. 

The average nnmber of locomotives 
per 100 miles of line is 80; the average 
number of passengercors per 100 milee 
of line is lo; the average nnmber of 
oars need in the freight service per 100 
miles of line is 706. These figures show 
a iiD ^^ f^ increase in density of rolling 
stook over the previous year. The 
nnmber of paasmgers carried per pa»> 
. senger locomotive was 08,890, and pas- 
senger ndleage per passenger locomo- 
tive was 1.310,273. 'i'he number of 
fzeigbtoors per 1,000,000 tons of freight 
was 1.627. This is a decrease of 89 as 

Smpored with the previous yeaf. 
lere has been on increase during the 
year in the number of locomotives and 
Oars fitted with automatic couplers and 
train brakes. The report shows a total 
increase in equipment of 27,139, and an 
increase in equipment fitted with train 
bndres of 68,687. and an increase in 
equipment fitted with automatic coup- 
lers of 75,299. 

The total number of employes in the 
service of railways on June 80, 1892, was 
891,415, being an increase of 87,180 over 
the pMfions yeas. Assuming an in- 
crease in the total number of inhabit- 
ants during the year of 1,260,000. it ap- 
pears that the ratio of increase in popU" 
latioti^as 1 to 84. The ratio of total 
rallwi»y employee to total nnmber of in- 
habltiMite %As 1 to 78. The roUway in- 
dustry makes each year larger demands 
upon the labor of the people. It \a big- 
nmcant, however, to nonoe th^t the

10. that is to say, to the territory east 
of the Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio rivers and to the Pacific slope. 
In groups 4 and 8 there has been only a 
slight increase, while groups 5, 7 and St 
show small decreases in the number of 
□MB employed by railways. 

Flnunclal Kxliiblt. 

The capitalization of the 162,397.80 
miles covered by the rep(^rt was, on 
Jane 80, 1W)3, !i!10,2'2(l,74s.l84. of this 
amount f4,t>33,108,7G3 were represented 
by stocks and $,'i,0,')3,03«,0.iO by funded 
debt. Mortgage bonds amounted to 
^4,802,570,003, a.s compared with 84,- 
081,621,675 for the previous year. The 
above figures show an increa.se in caj^i- 
talization during the year lHi)2 of $3U<,- 
278,111). In view of the slight activity 
in railway constjuction, this increase 
in capitalization is worthy of especial 
notice. In large measure it is due to 
investments by largo i 'ir])orationti in 
minor oompanies and to reorganization. 
In quite a nnmber of cases, also, stock 
dividends or their e(iuivaleuts have 
been issued. 

Of the total stocks and bonds out- 
standing, the railway corporations, on 
June 30. IHUJ. held as their corporate 
property .S1.3lil,4.')7,0.");i, being an in"- 
crease of 8lOM,.^31,337 over tlio previous 
year. Nearly one-fourth of the total 
railway stocks outstanding are tlie 
property of railway comi):inie8 The 
amount of stock paying no dividends 
during the year was ^2.8o7,4(t;{,320, or 
GO. CO per cent of the total amount of 
stock. Tlie aggregate amount paid in 
dividends was $',(7. 014, 74."), iK'ing an in- 
crease for the year covereil bv the re- 
port of 490,832. The amount of 
funded debt, exclusive of e(iuii)ment 
trust obligations, paving no interest 
was $777,719,4'20, or 15. v. per cent of 
the total amount out.stantling. 

The gross earnings frieu oj)eration of 
railwavs during the year ending June 
80, were 171.407,343. The oper- 

ating expense.^ were iJ7s(),t)'.i7,01trt. From 
this it appoars that tlie U' t eiirninga 
from operation of railways were !?;tl)0,- 
409,347. The income to the railways 
from investments was •?141,i»(Kl.7s'2. 
making the net income from operation 
an aggregate of .'<.');t-J,;i70,l^'.). The li.xed 
(charges during j;h6 year amounted to 
$41(i,4(l4,0:j.'~, leaving a net income avail- 
alile for dividend.s of .sil.'),'.n;.";.r,il. Of 
this amount ••;^',»7.i')14.74") \i-ere paid in 
dividends, and ^;J.:il4, •!',»■> in otlu r pay- 
ments from net income, leaving a sur- 
plus over operations daring the year of 
1^1 i.o:«i,o.")0. 

The full report contains on income 
account for each of the 10 territorial 
gionps into which the railways of the 
country are divided, and shows great 
diversity in the re:*ults of operation. 
Thus, the income account of six out of 
the 10 territorial groups shows a deficit 
instead of a surplus. These gronpa 
cover the territorv lying south of the 
Ohio and west or the Misni.«.sippi and 
Missouri rivers. The passenger reve- 
nue for the railways of tlio country 
during the year wan ?:'2'iO,"<(),'),70s. The 
receipts from mail service were 1?20,- 
801,143. and from the express com- 
panies were 822,148,988. The freight 
revenue during the year omoonted to 
.•5700,310,042. 

The total nunil)er of pas.sengers car- 
rie(Jby the railways during the year 
was •')00,t».>s,211. Pttsoenger mileage 
during the year w;ih 13. 302,^)8, 209, and 
passenger tr.uin mileage i;i7..");{8,8"^'3. 
The average journey per pas.st nger was 
23.82 miles, and tln' fivcratre nu.iiber of 
passengers per train for eacli mile run 
vyas 42. The number of ton * of freight 
reported by the railways as carried dur- 
eug the year was 700,555,471. Ton 
mileage WU.S ;-;\2-! l.CiO.JS"). Accepting 
these liurures, it apix'ars that (lie aver- 
age haul per ton wa.s 121.'-'.» miles. Tiie 
freight train mileage during the j-ear 
was 41"^.'). 102,300, and the average num- 
ber of tons ])er train for eooh naile mn 

was 181. 7U tons. 

Railway Acridentit. 

The number of railway employes 
killed during the year covered by the 
report was 2,554, being less .than the 
number killed during the previous 
year. The number of employes in- 
jured, however, was in excess of the 
numbfr injured during the previous 
year, being 28,207. The number of pas- 
sengers killed was largely in excess of 
the number killed during the previous 
vear, being 870 in 1892 as against 293 in 
1891; while the number of passengers 
injnred was 8,227 in 1892, anaiiust 2,tt;2 
in 1891. 

An assignment of casualties to the 
opportunity offered for aocideuts shows 
one employe to have been killed for 
every 822 employes, and one employe to 
have been injnred for each 29 meu in 
the employ of the railways. A similar 
comparison shows one passenger killed 
for each 1,401,910 passengers carried, or 
for each 86,642,282 passenger miles, and 
one passenger ininred for each 173, So3 
passengers carried for each 4,140,t)00 
passenger miles. 

The largest number of casnalties to 
employes resulted from conpling and 
unconpling cars. 878 employes having 
been killed and 10,310 injured while 
rendering this service, (if the total 
nnmlxtr killed in coupling and uncoup- 
ling cars 253, and of the total number 
injured 7,866 wore trainmen. The acci- 
dents classed as -'falling from cars" 
were in this year, as in previous years, 
responsible for the largest ntimber of 
deaths among employes, the number 
killed in this manner- Iwing 611. Of 
this number 4b!i were trainmen. 

Collisions and derailun-nta were re- 
spon.sible for the death of 431 emj)lo}'e8. 
Of this number 33(i were trainmen. 
Thiscla«9 of accidents is respoiiHibie 
also for the largest number of casual- 
ties to passengers. Thus 177 panaeu- 
gers were killed and 1,230 w^^re in jured 
by collisions and derailments during 
the year. Collisions alone .were re- 
sponsible for the death of 286 employes 
and 188 passengers. 

The pnrelv statistical porti'>u of the 
report was followed by a re\ iow of the 
statistical division of the interstate com- 
merce commission since ]|S87. The chief 
effort oClbe diTiaion has beejx direotfid 



toward the establishment of uniformity 
in the form of reports from carriers de- 
manded by the vari(5n8 railway com- 
missions of the country, and ia the 
method of accounting by railwwrs. 

Oertafai difBoulties in oompUing an 
accurate and oomprehensive statement 
of interior transportation were pointed 
ont, and the report eondnded with the 
recommendatloo that provision be 
made for a bureau of statistics and oc 
counts, which should have under its 
Hupervision the method of acoooating 
by commoa opttlitil. Il^wai Wied 
that such a taiWiii Wml^ udst in the 
execution of the interstate OomiiMirM 
law, W creating thoee condltlosit ui' 
der wnicta th# law would act au- 
tomatically, and that a body imposed 
with thedttty'of indglng of Ibsinstioe 
or injustice ot rates must ham ol its 
command complete and tmstworfky 
Btatistios of transportatloQ. II was 
further recommended that the express 
companies, corporations owning depot 
property, elevaten and the life, ns"d 
by f arriere for mterstate trefllo, and 
carriers by water, so far as they engage 
in Interstate truBc should oU be re- 
quired to make reports to tha intentate 
rommeroe commission.

Washinoton, Oct. 7. — Although 
there does not appear to be anything 
reliable upon which to base the con- 
clusion, there seems to be a general be- 
lief on the part of senators that the 
silver question will be disposed of by 
Ihe «ad of the week. Jnst how and in 
what irnj no one preenmee to say, but 
the fact remains that this idea has 
many adherents, and believing that 
this program will (H' carrii' i out, some 
senators are making their arrange- 
ments to leave the city by the 15th of 
the month. 

The compromis(» talk has been re- 
vived to some extent, and the details of 
many different propositicma were die 
cussed yesterdav in tlie cloakrooms. 

It is said tliat an attempt will be 
made next week to hold prolonged ses- 
sions. Is'ight sessions will begin prob- 
ably Tuesday evening and continue un- 
til Wednesday night nas been exhaust- 
ed. Then, according to report.s that 
have been circulated, a compromise 
amendment will be o^ered and put to a 
vote, with the expectation that it wm 
he carried. 

If such an amendment be voted 
down, the silver men would take it as 
indication of bad faith, and once re- 
sume the tactics that have been util- 
ized since this extraordinary session 
began, leaving the situation, so fares 
the senate is oonoemed, precisely where 
it was when congress convened on the 
7th of August. 

On the other hand, propositions for 
compromise are scorned by silver men, 
who will make the issue and embrace 
the opportunity of holding night ses- 
sions and interpose no objections even 
to continuous session. They \s'ill, how- 
ever, in this event, become flu; aggres- 
sors and insist that there shall be a 
(juorum of 43 repeal senators in the 
senate all the time. 

By this they say they mean in their 
seats, and the moment any of them re- 
pair to the cloakrooms or committee 
room a call of the senate will be 
ordered. If the repeal men can occupy 
their seats constantly the silver men 
say they can keep up the debate, and 
Senator Stewart says he alone can talk 
as long as the senators can remain to 
listen, and if they inaugurate any such • 
method of holding sessions, they will 
ba compel led to listen. 

CAPTAIN K INO'S M ISFORTUNE. 

It WIU Take Kaah ■erthhllag to 
Thinga Up. 

New Youii, Oct. 7. -According to 
advices received by friends in this city, 
more than a fair share of ill-luck has 
fallen to the portion of Captain Charles 
King, the o.x-army officer, whose no^ els 
and stories of army life have given him 
name and fame on both sides of the 
water. A few months ago he went 
abroad with the intention of 8ettlin|f 
with his family in Switzerland and de- 
voting several vetirs to quiet literary 
work. He had hardly reached his des- 
tinatioji, however, when the Milwaukee 
bank, in which his funds were deposit- 
ed, succumbtvl to ttie panic, thus lock- 
ing up for the time being all his availa- 
ble means.

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POLICE IX POLITICS. 

The National Police Review recently 
ptkbliahed an excellent and very timely 
article on the above subject. It says : 

"It la well aettlod in theory that a i)o- 
lice force, to be thoroughly safe and effi- 
cient, should be completely removed 
frt>iii political control or influence. The 
theory, however, is rarely reduced to 
liracli'ce ; but experience has abown tliat 
wherever tried the results have more 
than justifu'il the highest expectations. 

"It ia a fact, whicli is too frequently 
clenioiiHtnit(Ml,that politici^l control means 
the reiiioviil of i;oo<l mcii and the reten- 
tion of tho.-e tliat slioiiM not tie allowed 
to diRi;ra< e an iniportiint :nid honorable 
calliii;; hy reasmii of ritln'i iin iliciency or 
dinhonestv. It is also true that the ten- 
dency of "the tiiii"s is toward improve- 
ment in the police dcpartiiiciitH of the 
principal cities, hut the movement alonn 
these lines is not so rapid as coul<l be de- 
sired, or as would better oonaerre pablic 
interests. , 

"To a man wlio feels that a chanire of 
administration means a dismissal from 
the force, when the temptation is con- 
stantly before him to blow both hut aiid 
cold as the exi(?encie8 may demand, in 
order that he may hold his job, it cer- 
taily goes far toward impairing his value 
as a good and faithful servant of the.pub- 
lic whose intenite he ia rappoeed to bave 
in keeping. 

"A policeman should have the right to 
. feel tliat, being honeat, ca^>able and faith- 
fol in the discharge of his duties, he is 
not only seonre in his position but that 
he is in direct line fur promotion as a re- 
ward for valuable serviiBea faithfully per- 
formed. Police ofBcials themselTei will 
testify to the truth of this, and none re- 
gret more than they the freonent and 
unwarranted interference on the part of 
professional politicians with their men. 
A : police force that is in itself a political 
machine is of little value totlie commun- 
ity that is burdened with its support, and 
in view of this fact, which non6 wnll dis- 
pute, the i)eople themselves should see 
to it that not only jjolicemen, but that 
manv dtlier classes of jiublic servants 
phould he handled iiiider a civil pervice 
system that would insure liotli betterand 
more ctlii ient service and a lessening of 
the exiiciHc nf inaintainini,' tlu'se impor- 
tant brandies of municipal government."

AN AR KANSAS STORM. 

Great Uumiiuu to Cropn, Timber and 
Bnlldioss— SeTeral Lives Lost. 

LouiSTiLLB, Oct 7.— A Courier- Jonr- 
aal dispatch from Little Rook says: 

A terrific wind and rain storm swept 
over Arkansas, leaving death and de- 
struction in its path. Thunder and 
lightning accompanied the storm, illu- 
luiiiating the slcies almost incessantly 
and frightened the people. One death 
from nervous prostration is reported. 

The greater damage was done in the 
southwestern part of the state. In 
Union county several bouses were blown 
down, four women killed outright and 
several persons seriously injured. The 
full extent of the damage is not known 
yet, though it is known tnat com and 
cotton in many fieldf hare been laid 
waste. ' 

The town of Eldorado was badiv dam- 
aged, but no report of loss of life has 
been received. 

In the vicinity of Preston, Faulkner 
county, the storm was quite severe and 
blew over a number of houses, killing 
two persons. Cotton gins were bloira 
down, cotton scattered and mneh of ft 
lost. A tree was blown down in the 
vard of Dr. Tavlor, at Preston, striking 
his bouse, but the damage was light 
Acres of timber were f ellea in that vi- 
cinity. 

Along the Arlcaniae river, a few 

miles east of Conway, in the vicinity of 
Bristol, damage to houses, fences and 
barns is reported heaTy. Thort war no 
loss of life. 

The storm raged in LittU Book for 
half an hour, the wind bioifil4( at the 
rate of 50 miles an hottr. Several 
buildings were daini^B«d« bat no oas- 
oalties occurred.
